InprsTRIAL CoLLece oF THE Usiver
SITY OF Nenrasga, Lmncors, June I,
1596 —At the request of the state board of
agriculture I have nndertaken to prepare
a report on the grasses and forage plants
of Nebruska for publication in the annual
volume. In order that it may be as com-
plete as possible, [ ask the aid of every
one who is interested in the agriculture
development of onr state, At this time |
wish particularly to direct attention to
the following:

1. 1 desire samples of overy grass which
grows naturally, (wild) or cunltivated in
any loeality. They should be sontin
flower or seed, and each sample should
contnin not less than half o dozen full
plants, root and all.  Tie a string around
cach sample, and attach a tag with the
number of the sumple and your address
written upon it. Number your samples
from one upward. Wrap the samples in
anewspaper and send them to me by
mail.

Small Frults in Nebraska,

Butler County Press: The pnst few
seqasons have demonstrated the certainty
of this state being one of great diversity.
Its products are various and ean be ox-
tended  far beyond our present efforts,
It is possible to grow everything in Ne-
braska that ean be made to thrive in any
state in the sume latitude.  Our people
must learn to live more within them-
selves,  They must begin to raise every
possible thing necided for their own need
and comfort, To depend entirely on
shipping all they raise out, and <hipping
all the loxuries, and many of the neces-
sities in, will make them doubly depend-
ent upon the monopolies of all deserip-
tions, Every farm ought to have one or
two anceres devoted to grapes, eurrants,
dewberries, raspberries, strawboerries,
ote,  All these are doing remarkably
wall the past three years. The growth 18
remarkable, and the yeld great,

The currant bushes about town are
lovely to behold, and well cultivated
strawberry beds are a good sight to see
at present.  The lesson they teach is one
of future wealth to those who are faith-
ful and intelligent in their management,
The methods of canning, drying, ete.,
lins made it possible for our farmers to
vary their produets, and add muceh to the
cheapness and comfort of their own liv-
ing. It ought to be the policy of each
furmer to put out something in the fruit
line ench year. It is bound to be a great
help in the future. Suppose every far-
mer’s cellar was not only supplied with
vegetables, but was well stored with ap-
ples, eanned fruits, cte., to last through
the year, with meat and flour stored in
the larder? The law can’t take a man’s
hving. IHow independent our people
would be? A fow spices, sugar, salt and
“duds," and a king could not be better
fixed,

Portable Fence.

N. B. W. in Country Gentleman: Who
will be the first to build that light, cheap,
wortable fence which farmers have been
ooking for so many vears? Many pat-
ents have bean taken out to protect the
inventors of this kind of fence. As far
as I know, these patents wero all unnee-
essary, for no farmer would ever build
one of these patent fences, unless some
smooth-tongued agent talked him oul of
his senges. One idea runs through the
heads of all these inventors, however
much they may diffor in rugm'd to detwils

there must be no post or stuke driven
into the ground. They throw out of the
pecount inbor, lumber and distance. |
have seen a ecut of a patent fenee that
would weigh 500 pounds to the rod and
tuke a man half a duy to build it, and
then it was built zigzag in order to make
it stand without posts in the ground.
They gnin on one lminl, but loge in three.

Last spring 1 hasd forty rods of fence to
build on rented lane.  To build a per-
manent fence was unnecessary, ns |
would want to remove it at the expira-
tion of my lease. To pattern after any
fence I had ever seen or heard of was
equally absurd. At first I fell into the
old error of building with braces. 'I'his
I found would require too muca labor,
and it could not be loaded on a sled or
wagon without taking apart. T hit upon
a plan that suited ma, 1 built two rods
and was disgusted with it. Finally 1
bought boards 16 feet long and 0 inches
wide, and 2 by 4 scuntlings 14 feet long.
The soantlings were sawed in the middle
:shfu‘['mm'd aud driven into the groun
nearly sixteen foet apart,  Four hoards
were nailed to eleats with steel nails, and
these were clinched., Three cleats are
sufficient for one panel. Those at the
end shonld be long enough to rest on the
ground when the lower board is about
six inches above.,  Then 1 fustened the
wmnels to the scantlings with a single
wolt.  If the stnkes are driven so that
that pancls lap four inches, the bolt will
go tirough both.  In winter these balts
may be tnken out and the fence earried
on a sled wherever it may boe wanted.
T'his fence requires less labor than any
other kind I ever built. If in a windy
place, stakes may bo driven in the mid-
die and fastened together with wire,

While not perfect, such a fence is very
convenient to move a great distanee onee
in two or three years, To move a fow
rods every day, [,uau a small pen with
two wheels,

Dairy and Oreamery Butter,

Creameory butter is that which is made
&t the creamerios, where all the improyed
methaods are used for su.-.\mmling the milk
and cream, as well as churning, salting
and working the butter. Unlike the
method in use on dairy furms, where the
cream is skimmed from the milk, the in-
vention of Lhe separator enables the man-
ufacturer to separate the milk aond eream
by centrifugal force in a few minutes.
Formerly dairy butter commanded the
highest price in market, but of recent
years the ereamery product has been in

reater domand. This is partially due to

10 fact that at the ereamory large quan-
titics @an be made at the same tme, thus
insuring uniformity in quality, while each
dairy has its own mut?md. and the prod-
uot varies sccording to the skill and eare
of the munuafacturer.

At one time the dairymen complained
that the oreameries were doing great
damage to their interests, just as is now
alleged aguinst oleomargarine; but they

l

soon found it prafitable to carry their
miik to the eronmeries instead of charn
ing it; not that butter-making had be-
come unp'l'nlih'ltﬂt“ but that the ¢ream-
ertes turned ou¥ & superior artiele, and
did muneh of the work by machinery,
But good butter dogs not depend entirely
nupon the use of mnchinery. The im-
wovement in qul:'\lltl\' wis effectod by the
enforeement of striugent reles in the
matter of feeding and caring for the
stock, The farmars were made to nrop:
erly cool their mulk when drawn from
the cows, and the stalls were kept oloan
and free from lth. The enforeement of
these rules id much to prevent had
butter, and the farmer: were induced to
do what they might have done them
solves to their own ndvantage. The
cronmery system  is simply an organized
method of daivying, in which disciptine
is nzod to secure uniformity and high
quality.

It ia well Kknown that bt few porsons
tee the curry-comb or brush on the cow,
and she often becomes filthy and dirty in
het stall. The strainer cannot provent
the soluble filth from passing with the
milk into the ean, whilo the mansgemoent
of the milk after it leaves the mitkman
varies according to the convenlences on
the farm. But the ereamery inspectors
demand not only that the cow and her
stall shall pe elean but that her food shall
be of the best quality,  The milk mnst be
properly managed and be delivered at
the  creamery every morning.  The
farmaor, therefore, who wishes to produoce
butter of a superior quality can only
compete with the ereamory by endeavor-
ing to make a superior arvticle,  There is
no “giltedgal” breed of eattle, although
many sunpose the best butter comoes
from certamm animals, The “gilt-edge’
18 in the management of the cow, hor
feed nud stall, and the handling of the
milk and butter until it reaches the pur-
chaser,

Hinta and Suggestions.

The pig-pen is always the best place to
dispose of imperfect and small fruit and
potiatoes,

A remedy for the maggot which infests
cabbage, is to make a hole with a dihble
c¢lose to the stalk, insert ten drops of bi.
sulphate of carbon, and quickly close the
Lole again.

Clean out alt the roge bushes by taking
away the old wood and then shortening
the  stronger shoots  one-third,  The
growth and appearance will be greatly
improved therehy.

To have a beautiful bed of flowers try
Chinese pinks. They are of ail colors,
and when a bed of sueh pinks is mude by
sowing seeds of all the varicties the con-
trast of colors is yery striking

*“Try the experiment this year of seat.
tering hay or straw over the strawberry
bed and burning it over as soon us the
bearing season 18 over,” says the Fruit
Recorder, “as old beds ecan  be made as
good a8 new in this way.”

An expetienced hortieulturist thos de-
seribes his mode of planting fruit trees:
ke makes holes cighteen inches deep and
throe feet in dinmeter, fillsin four inches
of strony, short harse manure, then two
or three mchesof streot dirt, sets the
trees and fills in with earth.

Prefessor Cook says the following mix-
ture - wiil not only vanish the apple tree
bark louse, but keep off the borers as
well. 1t is to heat “to the boeiling point
one quart of soit sonp in two gallons of
water, and while still hot thoroughly stir
into the mixturg one pint of erude ear-
bolic acid, He thinks the best way to ap-
ply itis to rub it on thoroughly with a
heavy cloth, nsing the hands also during
the operation.

The London Gazetto gives a good
recipe for making cream cheese, namaly:
Tuke a quart of cream, or if not desired
very rich, add therero one pint of new
milk,warm 1t in hot’ water till about 98¢ ;
add a teaspoonfil of rennet; let it stand
till thick, then break it slightly with a
spoon and place it ina frame in which
yoir have previously put o fine cloth;
press it slightly with a wu:igllt, let it
stand a few hours, then put a finer cloth
in the frame; o little powdered salt may
be put over the cloth, It waill be fit for
use in a day or two.

At this season the milk is often flavored
with onion and wild garlic. The only
remedies 18 to elean out the pastures,
either by polling them up or allowing
the garlic to grow until ready to seed,
then cutting it down. To do this the
cows must be kept out of the pastures for
awhile. It requires work to eradieate
the pasture of weeds, but it must be done
if m]lnrs in the milk and butter are to be
ayorded,

There is no reason why the green pea
season on the farm should be confined to
or three weeks at farthest.  Like that of
swoet corn, it can _be prolonged by suc-
cossive planting. The only drawbuack 10
lute-grown peas is their lability to mil-
dow. But this ean be guarded against in
part by seeding thinly in rows and giving
n good brushing so as to keep them well
np, 80 that the air will eirculate frooly
through the vines, For such late plant-
ings the marrowfats ure better than the
small early varieties,

In the swine industry the United States
lead the world, naving in summer from
44,000,000 to 45,000,000 head, and slangh-
tering every yoar ubout 28,000,000, Great
Britain has 20585001 Treland, 1,306,190,
Russia in Europe, 10,530 0000, Spain 2,545,
602, Austria, 2,720,541, Hungary, 4,160,
127; France 5,4565,000: Gormany, 9,205,701,
Itnly, 1,162,016; Servia, 1,067,040, and no
other Europoan country has 1,000,000,

Some one says that milking should be
done quickly, quietly and gently. We
believe this all true, but i order that it
may be avcomplished to the very letter,
it will be found necessary to commence
handling the heifer early.

whoen they were calves, Every Leifer
onlf intended to be retnined on the farm
should be treated ns Kinaly as possible,
from the day she first comesinto the
world until she becomes a mileh cow,
